The affirmative 
speeches dwelt on the great need of a department 
of public health and on the many benefits in which 
it would result. The negative argued that the pass¬ 
ing of this bill would not improve the present con¬ 
dition of the public health. After the dicsussion 
a motion was made and carried to vote on the Bill 
by roll call, the result being 19 for the passing of 
the Bill and 56 against it. The first reading of 
Bill No. 4 was then heard, after which the meet¬ 
ing was adjourned. 


The fifth session of the Healdsburg High School 
Congress was called to order by President Cethil 
Jones Februaiy 11, 1910. The minutes of the pre¬ 
vious meeting were read and approved. A motion 
was made and carried that the present session of 


Congress be devote 1 to the memory of Abraham 
Lincoln. 

The program consisted of the following:

“Second Inaugural Address” - Roy Haley 

Song, “America”.School 

The program was rendered very interesting. The 
reading by Halsey Rine described one of the dark¬ 
est periods of Lincoln's life just before McClellan's 
victory and the issuing of the “Emancipation Pro¬ 
clamation.” 

After the singing of America by the student body 
the meeting was adjourned.
